CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—(Special Dispatch.) 
Shipping eggs from California to Chicago 
is like sending coals to Newcastle. Never- 
theless, a carload of eggs laid on the Pa- 
cific Coast was sold to a Chicago dealer 
today by produce brokers. 

“This is the first time California eggs 
were ever sold east of the Missouri 
River,” said Mr. Avery. “Never before 
would such a shipment have been proit- 
able. The wholesale price here now is 28 
cents a dozen. The carload we bought in 
San Francisco cost us 16 cents a dozen. 
The freight cost 3% cents a dozen, leav- 


J ing us a nice profit. The cartoad contained 


12,000 dozen. We received a telephons 
message this morning from the same 
dealer ordering another carload. They are 
California ranch eggs. The cold rains on 
the Coast are now over and the warm 
weather has caused the bens to fay 
rapidly and eggs are cheaper there now 
than they have been for years.

NAVY-YARD SCANDAL. 


Poor and Cheap Material Reported 
Dsed at Mare Island.

About Armenian Massacres.

LONDON, Feb. 21.—(Copyright, 1895, 
by the Associated Press. By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The special correspondent of the As- 


London to Armenia to investigate as to 
the atrocities said to have been perpetrated 
on the Armenians and whose first report, 
in a letter sent from Tiflis, Russia, was 
received here on the 2nd inst. and cabled 

to the United States that day, has made a 
second report. This, like the first, was 
posted at Tiflis. It is dated January 18. 
In it the correspondent says: 

The cholera quarantine is being en- 
forced in various portions of the Sultan's 
domains in such a manner as to draw a 
net around the departments of Armenia, 
in which the atrocities are alleged to have 
occurred, and to keep away from the scene 
of the outrages all independent investiga- 
tors. 

It is announced that Cholera exists in 
Van, Bitlis and Moosh, and that strict 
quarantine regulations must be enforced. 
Now it is certainly a peculiar circumstance 
that cholera should have happened to 
break out at this season of the year in 
the region of the Sassoun massacre, and 
nowhere else in Asia Minor. Who is to 
prove or disprove the statement that the 
disease is raging in those snowclad and 
practically inaccessible mountain fast- 
nesses? Even in Constantinople and Stam- 
boul little or nothing is known by the pub- 
lic or by newspaper correspondents con- 
cerning the cholera outbreaks officially re- 
perted from time to time in these cities. 

It is argued that if the Turks have suc- 
ceeded in repairing the damage to the Sas- 
soun village there is no reason why the 
commission should not be allowed to visit 
the scene of the massacre and flounder 
about in ten feet of snow if it cared for 
that sort of a thing, but the refusal of 
the Turks to allow any one to travel 
through the Sassoun country, and the 
timely quarantine suggests that the money 
sent to rebuild the destroyed villages has 
been stolen or that the snow was so deep 
before the money arrived that nothing 
could be done. 

In that case the bodies of the butchered 
Christians are lying under the snow. The 
Turks will take good care that they reach 
the scene first in the spring and clear all 
traces of the massacre away before indig- 
nant Christianity insists on sending an in- 
dependent investigating committee. 

Even without the cholera quarantine tt 
would be practically impossible for the 
commission to make any real headway un- 
til spring, owing to the intense cold, and 
the great amount of snow én Armenia.

One Company is Said to Have Pre-

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb, 21.—The Union 
Flour Mills of Stockton, purchased last 
year by the Sperry combine for $294,000, 
has closed down. Of the thirteen mills 
owned by this syndicate in various parts 
of the State, only three are now in ope- 
ration. The closing down is said to be 
due to the tod strong opposition of the 
Crown Mills, for which the combine vainly 
offered $1,000,000. Had this been accepted 
the Flower Trust would have been in 
as complete control of flour as the Sugar 
Trust of Sugar. Instead, a bitter fight has 
been waged, in the course of which the 
price of flour has fallen from $5.50 to 
$2.85 a barrel. The Crown Mills are 
said to be backed by Balfour, Guthrie & 
Co., Schwebacker Bros., and ex-Mayor 
Grace of New York. This war has been 
too hot for the combine, and all of the 
closed-down mills have been dismantled.

THE WHISKY TRUST. 


The Receiver’s Report Shows it to be 
Financially Sound. 

CHICAGO, Feb. -21.—The conference 
called by the receivers of the Whisky 
Trust resulted today in ths combination of 
all the Jarger distilleries in the United 
States with the trust, to regulate the out- 
put and prevent the overproduction of 
spirits. The entire producing capacity of 
the United States, with the exception of 

about 3% per cent., is represented in the 
combine, which has been named the Spirits 
Distilling Association. 

The promoters of the new organization 
have been given to understand that the 
smaller operators will co-operate with 
them, and it is expected that the only firm 
of any size which not represented— 
the Indiana Distilling Company of Terre 
Haute—will agree to the terms which have 
been imposed. 

As a starting point which led to the ac- 
tion taken, it was determined to sell spirits 

at the actual cost of manufacture for the 
present. After much calculation it was de- 
cided to fix the price at 14 cents a gallon, 
or 2 cents in advance of the present: rate. 
This rate will go into effect Monday, and 
with a tax of $1.10 will raise the price of 
spirits to $1.24 a gallon. ö 

The principal object of the conference, 
it was given out, was to prevent the over- 
stocking of the market, and prevent loss to 
the manufacturers rather than to decide 
upon a price. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—-The receivers of 
the Whisky Trust submitted the report of 
the experts to Judge Grosscup today, giv- 
ing a detailed statement of the affairs of 
the trust. The report declares the concern 
has assets of $5,178,000 above all indebt- 
edness. The balance sheet submitted shows 
quick assets of $1,077,000 in excess of liabfl- 
ities. The amount of rebate certificates 
is $468,026, aber deducting all disputed cer- 
tificates.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The House 


| Committee on Pacific Roads today decided 


to report a new bill based or the Reilly 
dill, but having certain changes recom- 
mended by Chairman Reilly. The 
amended bill will provide that the prin- 
cipal of the government debt be paid at 
once, and that the first mortgage bonds 
and interest paid upom bonds by the gov- 
ernment and due to the government at 
the date the bill takes effect, to be ex- 
tended and paid in installments through 
a period of fifty years. The extended first 
mortgage bonds will bear interest at 4 
per cent. The extended intereset will be 
secured by pfactically a third lien on the 
property, subsidiary to the claims of the 
parties who advance the funds to pay the 
principal of the government bonds and 
who will be entitled under the bill to 5 
per cent. interest om the advances. 

The committee voted not to make the 
new bill public until it could be printed. 
An outline of it is as follows: . 

Sec. 2 provides that if either the 
Union Pacific, the Central Pacific or the 
central branch of the Union Pacific shall 
within twelve months pay to the United 
States an amount equal to the principal of 
the subscriptions of the United States, 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
convey to the company or its trustees so 
much of the indebtedness of the com- 
pany to the United States as will be oqual 
to the sum paid ¢o the United States, 
together with the Mem and mortgage of 
the United States on the railroad so far 
as it shall be required to secure to the 
| assignee the payment of the portion of the 
indebtedness to be assigned, but without 
recourse to the United States in any 
event,” and all the moneys and securi- 
ties im the sinking fund @hall be delivered 
to the company or trustees, providing the 
indebtedness so assigned shall be extended 
not more than fifty years at a rate of in- 
terest not exceeding 5 per cent. 

The balance of the indebtedness to the 
United States being the interest due to 
the date of the payment of the principal 
shall be extended for fifty years, and paid 
in semi-annual installments, and for it 
the companies shall issue bonds to the. 
government. 

Such company may issue to the pur- 
chasers of such claims its negotiable bonds | 
payable in fifteen years at interest at 5 
per cent., that is, the purchasers of the 
principal of the government debt. 

Sec. 3 provides that the government lien 

shall remain in full effect, but enforce- 
able as security for the payment of indebt- 
edness due the United States. 
Sec. 4 provides for the payment of the 
first mortgage bonds by renewing them 
by a new issue to run fifty years with in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding 4 per cent., 
and secured by the first mortgage the 
Same as are the bonds they are issued in 
renewal of. 

Sec. 6 prohibits the companies from pay- 
ing dividends so long as the bonds author- 
ized by the act are outstanding unless 
they shall have been actually earned or 
the 3 has paid all its obligations 
to date, under the bill or unless the earn- 
ings after deducting all interests accrued, 
but not payable at the time of the declara- 
tion of the dividends warrant it. And no 
dividends over 4 per cent. are to be paid

The companies are to 
co-operate in making track connections 
with all roads that join them, and to ex- 
change traffic on equal shares, and devices 
to evade this shall be unlawful. 

Sec. 7 provides that the companies when 
required in writing by the Department of 
Justice shall institute suits at law or 
equity against any parties for misappro- 
priation of assets, the suits to be con- 
ducted by the ,Attorney-General in the 
names of the companies, and sums re-

LATER DETAILS. 
LONDON, Feb. 21.—Lord Rosebery’s 
admin‘stration has passed successfully 
through a storm which its opponents 
thought would overwhelm it, and which 
many.of its friends believed would re- 
quire whe most skilful statesmanship to 
weather. Despite the prediciions of the 
Conservative peers and the more or less 
badly-disguised fear of the Liberals the gov- 
ernment came out of the conJest with 
flying colors and with a majority that sur- 
prised even those who would at no time 
admit there was a chance of defeat. 
The question that precipitated the dan- 
situation was made by Sir Henry 
ames, formerly attorney general in Mr. 
Gladstone’s cabimet, but who abandoned 
the Liberal party on the bringing forward 
of the Irish home rule scheme. By 
standing r No. 15, of the House of 
Commons, member may move for the 
adjournment of the House for the pur- 
pose of discussing a matter of public 
importance. Taking advantage of this 
order, Sir Henry today moved the adjourn- 
ment in order to call attention to the 
import duties on cotton recentty decided 
upon by the government of India.

COUNTERFEITERS. 


THEY TURN OUT A MILION DOL- 
Tas OF SILVER COIN. 


All Manufactured of Pure Silver and 
Each Coin of Full Weight, but 
Their Profit Was Over 
Half a Million.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—For the hast 
twelve weeks seven counterfeiters have 
hade their headquarters within twelve 
miles of this city. 

During that time they have turned out 
nearly $1,000,000 in American s ‘Iver dol- 
lars, halves, quarters and ten-cent pieces. 
All were made of pure silver and full 
weight was given to each coin. 

With silver at its present price, and 
after deducting the cost of manufacture 
this gang has divided among its mem- 
bers profits aggregating $500,000. 

Six months ago Chief Hazen of the 

Secret Service Bureau at Washington re- 
ceived word from reliable sources that this 
gang had been formed. He put fifteen of 
bis best men on the case and patrolled 
the country. 
The counterfeiters, tt is said, bad oc- 
cupled a frame shanty in the wilds of 
Westchester county, which was formerly 
occupied by an old miser hermit, known 
as Herman Mueller. 

Four months ago Mueller received noc- 
turnal visits at regular intervals from a 
man of middle age who, it is learned, was 
none other than the notorious Henry 
Adams, alias Hank“ Adams, alias 
“Frank Mosher,” alias Oliy Billy“ 


Adams was acting as the agent of the 
gang. He hired the place, got rid of Muel- 
ler and began work. Work was continued 
when the gang got out,

He was for a number of years in the 
Philadelphia mint.

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"MORE SERUM. 


As might have been expected, in 
view of the money which is being 
made by those who have introduced 
the so-called “serum” cure for diph- 
theria, efforts are now being made to 
Spring upon the public similar appli- 
cations for ether diseases. A recent 
dispatch from St. Paul announces that 
experiments are being made there for 
the purpose of manufacturing an ef- 
fective smallpox serum that will an- 
Swer the same purpose in relation to 
that disease as anti-toxine has done, 
or is supposed to have done, in the 
case of diphtheria. The modus ope 
randi is very similar in both cases, 
& heifer being vaccinated with bacilli 
taken from a smallpox patient, and 
then, after the animal has sufficiently 
recovered, the serum is taken from the 
bicod. 

If there is any one disease to which 
mortal man is heir which ls supposed 
to have been entirely conquered by 
we skill of modern medicine, it is 
simmalipox. At least, an imposing 
statue has been raised to Dr. Jenner, 
the inventor of vaccination, and that 
system has been made compulsory in 
the army, in schools and elsewhere in 
most of the civilized countries of the 
globe. If vaccination is so complete a 
Temedy for this loathsome disease, 
why should it be necessary to hunt 
up a new one, except that there might 
be more money in serum than in yac- 
cine points?“ It is true that the 
opinions of officials in regard to the 
efficacy of vaccination have undergone 
considerable modification during the 
past twenty years or so. When the 
remedy was first introduced it was 
claimed that the person who was vac- 
cinated would enjoy immunity as long 
as he lived. When that supposition 
was found to be faulty it was ex- 
plained that a person should be vac- 
cinated every seven years. Now they 
go further and want to vactinate peo- 
ple every time there is a case of 
sinallpox in the neighborhood, or even 
@ report that smallpox is coming. 
This condition of affairs is not surpris- 
ing when we remember that the income 
of many of the young physicians, and 
some of the older ones, is very materi- 


ally augmented by the fees which 


they receive for their services in in- 
jecting veal virus into the human Sys- 
tem—in the arm, when the subject 
operated on is an ordinary male per- 
Son, or on some other limb when the 
patient is of the female persuasion 
and expects to display her charms oc- 
casionally in the approved modern 
decollete costume. 
Meantime, the Loppocltten to 
practice of vaccination is not by any | 
means dying out, but on the contrary 
is steadily gaining ground. The op- 
ponents of the practice claim that it 
mot only does not afford protection 
from smallpox, but that it also intro- 
duces many other dangerous diseases. 
A few years ago fifty-eight recruits 
of a French regiment in Algiers were 
vaccinated, and by this means inocu- 
lated with syphilis, as a result of 
died after much suffer 
ll moré recently seven recruits 
ht, in Hollatd. were inocu- 
of three died. In conce- 
quence of this the Dutch Minister of 
War issued a circular notifying the 
recruits that revaccination was not ob- 
figatory in the Netherlands army. 
For the same reason the regulation 
bad previously been abrogated lu the 
Swiss army. Four years ago no less 
than three hundred and twenty chil- 
Gren and adults were infected with a 
disgusting eruption in the Isle of 
BRugen by means of “original” vac- 
cinelymph obtained from an estab- 
ment of the German government. An 
expert commission of inquiry, ap- 
pointed by the government, in an 
elaborate report, stated that the out- 
break of the disease was a direct 
consequence of vaccinaion. It would 
be easy to multiply such cases almost 
indefinitely, but they are well known

1871-72, eighteen years after the sys- 
tem of compulsory vaccination had 
been introduced, when about 300,000 
persons were attacked, of whom 40, 
000 died. Throughout Germany it 
was still more deadly, having carried 
off about 70,000 people, although a 
stringent compulsory law had been en- 
forced since 1835. 

Perhaps, in view of these facts, it 
is not surprising that the medical pro- 
fession should look around for some 
other remedy to take the place of vac- 
cination, and it is not at all improb- 
able that within a few years the so- 
called infaHible remedy of Dr. Jen- 
ner, for which he was paid $150,000 
by the British government, may be- 
come as obsolete as the practice of 
bleeding, of administering hedvy 
doses of mercury and other similar 
-heroic remedies of the early part of 
this century now are.

And now is our golden opportunity, 
and if we are wise we shall look to it 
that no poor or second-rate fruit is 
shipped to Eastern markets, but only 
such fruit as will create a demand for 
our products and establish for them a 
reputation for superiority and excel- 
lence in all the new markets into 
which they may find their way. This 
is the only wise policy, and.ohe which, 
if adhered to, will create for us as 
large a market as we can supply for 
many years, while we shall be safe in 
planting new and extensive areas to 
the orange. Let our orange-growers 
adhere to this rule, “Only the best 
for the market,” and in the end they 
will reap a rich reward, both for 
themselves and the State.

one of the great evils of the day 
ds excessive legislation. A few sim- 
ple laws, rigidly enforced, would be 
far better than an inchoate mass of 
crude legislation, more. than half of 
which is a dead letter on the statute 
books. One of the reasons for the 
growing disrespect for law is undoubt- 
edly the large number of laws passed 
which are scarcely worthy of respect. 

The fundamental laws of good gov- 
ernment need not be numerous nor 
complicated. Such laws must be re- 
spected and enforced if government 
is to be maintained and individual 
rights respected. But there is not a 
State Legislature in the country which 
aloes not, every year, pass dozens, 
and often hundreds, of bills which are 
predestined to become obsolete, with- 
out a pretense of enforcement. 
are railroaded through without intelli- 
gent consideration, at the instance of 
this clique or that faction, and too of- 
ten in the interest of mere individuals. 
All this is demoralizing and wrong. 
Besides, it costs the people a large 
sum, not only in needlessly prolonged 
legislative sessions, but in complex and 
needless litigation, the outgrowth of 
halg-baked and idiotic legislation. 

Perhaps there is no remedy for the 
evil complained of. The avalanche of 
new bills seems to grow larger and 
larger with each succeeding legisla- 
tive session. The people with axes 
to grind appear to grow more and 
more numerous, while there is no per- 
ceptible diminution in the complais- 
ance of legislators ready and willing 
to grind all the axes that are brought 
to them. Meantime, the alleged liberty 
of the American citizen is steadily be- 
ing hedged about with Silly restric- 
tions. 

If all the cranks are to have all 
their cranky bills enacted into law, 
we shall presently find that the 
amount and quality of food we are to 
eat, the liquid we are to drink, tha 
clothes we are to wear, the hours we 
are to labor and to rest, the time we 
must go to bed at nightand get up in 
the morning—in short, all, the minute 
details of daily life—will be regulated 
by law. And with all this a censor-

ALLIANCE BETWEEN INTERCOL- 
LEGIATE AND AMATEUR. 


Uniformity of Governing Rules Has 
Become Necessary and Desirable 
kor the Good of Sport 
Generally.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—One of the many 
important matters to be considered at the 
annual meeting of the Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Association to be held at the Fifth- 
avenue Hotel on Saturday, will be the 
formation of an alliance between the gov- 
erning board over college athletics and the 
Amateur Athletic Union. The bringing

That such an alliance would 
bg of great advantage to both organiza- 
tions is manifest. College athletes come 
50 closely in touch with the outside ama- 
teur world during the holiday season that 
a uniformity of governing rules has be- 
come absolutely necessary for the general 
welfare of the sport and the time is now 
pronounced ripe for some impartial under- 
f inging which will negative any possi- 
bility of future friction. 

The A.A.U. is now allied with the North 
American Gymnastic Union and the 
League of American Wheelmen, having 
an aggregate membership of 100,000. The 
opening wedge in the matter of establish- 
ing more intimate relations between the 
college and club athletes was instituted 
by the A.A.U. a few months ago when it 
appointed a committee to confer with the 
intercollegiate association regarding sev- 
eral technical points in athletics of vital 
interest to bodies, raised by the University 
of California. The preliminary negotia- 
tions were carrier out so successfully that 
the collegians have invited the representa- 
tives of the union to appear at their com- 
ing meeting for a joint discussion of the 
points involved and to prescribe such 
methods as may be deemed advisable to 
correct them. If the questions at issue 
are amicably settled the A. A. U. delegates 
will submit to the Intercollegiate Associa- 
toin articles of alliance and concede any-

well be asked: What is good security? 
For if these lands cease to produce, or if 
the production fell off very materially, it 
needs no prophet or soothsayer to see 
that there would come a sudden and very 
decided drop in the value of city front- 
age. The country does not exist for the 
city, but the city is a mere creature of 
the country surrounding it, and which 
has caused its growth. Yet the reverse 
idea to this seems to be entertained by a 
good many financial and business men 
who might be expected to have a clearer 
perception of the situation. In the decade 
from 1880 to 1890 the city of Los Ange- 
les grew ahead of the surrounding coun- 
try to the extent that while the population 


of the city in the former year was one- 


third of the population of the city and 
county, it had grown to one-half ten 
years later. Since then there has been 
something of a healthy reaction and an 
encouraging increase of development in 
the outside productive sections of South- 
ern California. If this is to continue, 
however, those who hold the purse 
strings must take a broad-minded view 


of the situation and encourage the devel- 


opment of our horticultural lands rather 


than force the erection of big business 


blocks, which industry is perfectly able 
to take care of itself.

CITRUS LAND. 


The boom in the orange market owing 
to the destruction of the Florida crop has 
already caused quite an increase in the 
demand for orange land, and a good many 
people are making preparations to plant 
groves, while those who have orchards 
which they were trying to sell a short 
time ago are now asking from 25 to 50 
per cent. more for their property.

Then after a few years, perhaps, the mar- 
ket is temporarily glutted, prices fall and 
people talk about pulling up their vines. 

Another year it is the almond, or the 
walnut, or the prune, or the apricot, or 
the orange, or thé lemon, which has a 
boom, and almost every one is bound to 
set out just that particular kind of tree, 
which, of course, is a good thing for those 
nurserymen who happen to be well stocked 
with it. For several years past the or- 
ange business has been under a cloud, 
and orange-growing has not been in fash- 
jon, or, at least, it has not been the rage. 
Now, however, with prices of oranges 
„way up,“ and the demand almost ahead 
of the supply, every one who has land 
that may by courtesy be termed citrus 
land is talking of setting out orange trees. 

Now this is all very well if a person 
goes into growing oranges as a business, 
prepared to take good years and bad years 
as they come, and to average up the 
profit and loss, not expecting to make a 
small fortune every year, and provided 
further that he has land which is well 
adapted to the raising of fine oranges, not 
only in a favorable season, such as the 
present, but in other seasons which are 
not so favorable, when heavy north winds 
sweep over the country, and the thermoin- 
eter tries to climb down below the freez- 
ing point. Taking one year with another, 
there is no doubt that the growing of or- 
anges in Southern California when .con- 
ducted with the same amount of business 
sense that is necessary to run any other 
successful enterprise pays as well as any 
branch of horticulture or agriculture and 
better than most of them. It should, how- 
ever, be understood by those who are 
thinking of going into the business that 
the days of very high prices for oranges 
and returns of $1000 an acre and upward 
from comparatively young trees are gone 
never to return. Orange-growing is. ve- 
coming more and more a staple industry, 
like the raising of potatoes and corn and 
cotton and other products. Of course the 
amount of money necessary to start an 
orange grove is much greater than that 
which is required to raise these products, 


but, on the other hand, an orange grove 


properly cared for may be depended on to 
yield_a good interest on the increased in- 
vestment, as well as a profit for the 
owner. That is, as above stated, taking 
one year with the other. 

Too much care cannot be emercised by 
the intending orange-grower in selecting 
his land. During the past few years The 
Times has printed a number of warnings 
on this subject, but as there have recently 
been so Many new arrivals in Southern 
California, it may mot be out of place 
to repeat that first-class citrus fruit land 
is by no means as plentiful in this section 
as some of our enterprising real estate 
agents would have purchasers believe. 
Of course, when a real estate agent has 
a piece of land for sale upon which he 
will make a nice little commission of 
several hundred dollars, and when the in- 
tending purchaser asks him whether the 
land is adapted to growing oranges, it 
presupposes the possession of & more than 
usually robust conscience for the agent 
to tell the intending purchaser that the 
land is not suited for that purpose. Yet 
The Times is pleased to know that there 
are in Los Angeles several honorable real 
estate agents who may be depended upon 
to do that very thing. It is a pity that 
there are not more of them. Meantime 
the intending purchaser should learn suf- 
ficient on the subject to be able to pro- 
tect himself from imposition. A man who 
goes into an expensive business like ‘that 
of raising oranges without fully investi- 
gating the subject and exercising the 

care in the selection ofa location 
is just as foolish as a man who puts up a 
$100,000 business block on a foundation of 
shifting sand. There are many thousands 
of orange trees in Southern California 
growing ‘today—or trying to grow—on 
land which the Almighty never intended 
for anything but the hardiest kind of 
vegetation. It is in a year Mke this, when 
the orange business is booming, that the 
greatest danger exists of extending the 
groves into sections that are not at ail 
adapted to the culture of citrus fruits. 
The worst of it is that it takes a man 
several years and the expenditure of a 
large amount of money to discover that 
he has been betting on a horse which has 
no ehance of winning the race. 


A “PROJECTED DEPOT” BOOM. 


Several weeks ago The Times an- 
nounced that Mr. Woollacott intended to 
subdivide the old baseball grounds just 
east of the river, and place them on the 
market. Mr. Woollacott has contracted 
with a firm of real estate agents having 
offices in San Francisco and Los Ange- 
les, for the sale of 8 tract at auction 
on the 23d of next month. This firm is 
holding out as one of the inducements to 
investors to purchase lots, the probability 
that the projected valley railroad will 
have a projected terminal in this tract 
when it reaches its more or less pro- 
jected destination in Los Angeles. Per- 
sons who have been through the late la- 
mented boom in Los Angeles, or any 
other real estate boom of any conse- 
quence, are not likely to be caught by 
the railroad depot fake. One of the big- 
gest excitements of the Los Angeles boom 
was connected with the location of the 
Arcade Depot on the Wolfskill tract, and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property changed hands, the purchasers 
all expecting that they were going to 
make their everlasting fortunes immedi- 
ately the big shed was completed, 
if not sooner. In point of fact the lo- 
eation of a railroad depot in any section 
is rather ae drawback than an advantage. 
In nineteen cases out of twenty the sur- 
roundings cf a depot are cheap and com- 


monplace structures—hucksters’ stores, 
third-class hashhouses, steam beer empo- 
riums, and so forth. However, apart from 
this, the tract in question is oligibly lo- 
cated for business purposes in the near | 
future, lying within three-quarters of a 
mile of the business certer, and The 
Times would recommend intending in 
vestors or speculators in real estate to 
attend the sale, as there possibly may be 
a chance to pick up bargains, although 
it is generally understood that ample 
precautions are taken at these auction 
sales to prevent property from getting 
away at much less than its market value. 
THE TENTH-STREET “CHESTNUT.” 

The Builder and Contractor contains the 
following observations on the much-dis- 
cussed Tenth-street hotel project: 

“Any of those Latin phrases like ‘Mors 
omnibus communis,’ which seem to have 
for their purpose to render the dead more 
defunct, will now be perfectly applicable 
to that much-puffed. scheme of erecting a 
hotel buildi on the site of the aged 
Tenth-street project. Last week it 
was formally announced that the property 
had been sold to O. T. Johnson, the 
well-knowm hotel man and real estate 
speculator, for $25,000. Mr. Johnson will 
lose nothing by this purchase, but will 
turn over many a penny. The lot, it is 
stated, has a 260-foot frontage on Main 
street, besides a long frontage on Tenth 
street. But supposing it had the Main- 
street frontage alone, those lots are 
surely worth $1000 each; it is not likely 
adjacent lots would sell for less than 
$2000; as Mrs. Childs, the seller, of the 
property, now owns lots on Santee street, 
which is back of Main street, which she 
holds at $1000, it is not unreasonable to 
suppose that $2000 each is a fair figure 
for the lots on Main street. It is clear 
that Mr. Johnson has doubled his thoney 
on the lots alone, and has that famous 
foundation, which cost not less than 
$75,000, free. The foundatiom is as good 
today as the day it was finished, and will 
be as good fifty years hence, though it 
may be that long before that neighbor- 
hood will justify the erection of a build- 
ing to suit the foundation. Mr. Johnson 
will, doubtless, build business blocks on 
the foundation, and make the best use of 
it he can.“

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THE WEATHER BULLETIN. 


Weekly Report of Southern Califor- 
nia Crop Conditions. 

The government weather and crop re- 
port for the week ending February 18 is 
as follows: ‘ 

Warmer, clear weather prevailed during 
the past week, except on the first two 
days, which were cloudy rainy and cooler 
than the average; the remaining dgys of 
the week were bright and sunshiny, with 
the temperature ranging in excess of the 
mean, particularly on the 17th and 18th, 
when the daily mean exceeded the normal 
by 7 and 11 deg. respectively at the Los 
Angeles station, and where an excess of 
3 deg. was noted over the weekly average. 
Farm work was somewhat interfered with 
by the rains, otherwise the week pre- 
sented fine growing weather, and vegeta- 
tion of every déscription advanced rapidly. 
Oranges ripened fast and the gathering 
and shipping of the crop is progressing 
as fast as the demand of the trade calls 
for. 

San Luis Obispo City—The rains of 
the past week have somewhat checked 
farm work, as the ground is too wet for 
plowing. Dry weather is needed to aid in 
putting in the last of the grain crop. 
Grass is abundant. The highest tempera- 
ture was 88 deg.; lowest, 42 deg.; rain- 
fall, 1.44 inches. 

Ventura County—Bardsdale: The weather 
has been warm and dry and very favor- 
able for work on the growing crops. 
Plowing is about done, and grain all sown 
and up; it looks well. 

Los Angeles County—Los Angeles city: 
The weather was warm and clear, except 
on the first day or two, which were cooler 
than the average, with rain. The weekly 
mean temperature exceeded the seasonal 
average by 3 deg. The hills and valleys 
are covered with verdure. Highest tem- 
perature, 82 deg; lowest, 42 deg.; rainfall, 
.29 of an inch. La Canyada: The weather 
of the past week was favorable for all 
crops. The orange crop is exceedingly 
large and of fine quality. The highest 
temperature was 57 deg.; the lowest, 38 
deg.; rainfall, 1.49 inches. Verdugo: 
Grass and grain are growing rapidly; fruit 
buds are swelling and farmers are busy. 
Rainfall since the last report was 1.15 
inches. Duarte: The weather continues 
favorable for the growth of all crops. 
The winter has been all that could be de- 
sired, and vegetation has grown finely.. 
Several carloads of oranges are sent off 
weekly. Highest temperature, 77 deg.; 
lowest, 43 deg.; rainfall for week, 1.45 
inches; for the season to date, 18.71 inches. 

Riverside County—Riverside: Reports 
tos the Press show that in the sections 
where grain is largely grown the crop is 
growing finely, and was much improved 
by the late rains. The rainfall at Hemet 
for the season is 14.34 inches, and at Win- 
chester it is nearly 13 inches. Perris: 
The night were cool, but the days were 
perceptibly warmer than last week. Plow- 
ing orchards is going on; also prunicg 
trees, which look well with buds well ad- 
vanced. The highest temperature was 66 
deg.; the lowest, 32 deg.; rainfall, .20 of 
an inch. 

Orange County—Santa Ana: The first 
two days of the week were rainy; the bal- 
ance of the week was warm and pleasant, 
with the temperature ranging from 62 to 
80 deg. at midday. The warm weather

REDLANDS, Feb. 18, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) Since the publi- 
cation of my letter in your paper regard- 
ing the demonetization of silver and cop- 
per, the members of our Silver Club have 
treated me with considerable animosity. 
The reason for this was recently given 
by our president, who, by the way, owes 
his office to the fact of his being the 
heaviest debtor in the club. He said the 
sentiments expresses were all right, but 
the members objected\ to having their 
motives so publicly talked about, until 
remonetization had’ taken place. Realizing 
the position we are all in, he was assured 
there would be no further transgression. 

The letter of John R. Berry of Los 
Angeles, published in your issue of Jan- 


| uary 31, was read at the last meeting of 


our club, and heartily ‘indorsed. Some 
people might think that the great inis- 
take he mentions of Chevalier and Cob- 
den, in 1853, im imagining that there 
would soon be an overproduction of 
cheap gold was simply an additional evi- 
dence of the stability of that metal, when 
it was found that no such effect as was 
looked for followed the large increase in 
the world’s supply. 

But it is not stability that we want. We 
want the government to give us a flat“ 
Silver dollar to pay our debts with and 
get us out from under our obligations. 
It is said that since the establishment of 
the original pound of silver in the days 
of William the Conquerer, a pound of 
that metal has fallem in value to less 
than one-twentieth of its value at that 
time. What better metal do we want 
than that, with which to serve our pur- 
pose? On the contrary, the supply of 
gold seems to increase in about the right 
proportion to furnish the money of the 
world, and om account of its unvarying 
3 it does not suit us at all at pres- 
en 

We old fellows have learned a lesson 
in the last few years, and when we get 
out of our difficulties, if we can by gov- 
ernment aid, we will so arrange our 
affairs as to be on top when the col- 
lapse comes. We are glad to see in Mr. 
Berry’s letter the mentlon of the 200-cent 
gold dollar. We have not heard that 
gold has risen to any extent in other 
countries, and although good judgment 
might show that it mot Gone so in 
this country, still, as ‘“‘silverites,” the 
fact that silver is quoted at 50c per dol- 
lar in gold, assures us and is evidence 
to us that gold has really doubled in 
value. Not many years ago I was in 
what might be called comparatively 
circumstances, and had leisure to look at 
the condition of affairs in what I then 
thought, a broad-minded sort of way. 

Noticing that our entire commercial 
transactions required less than 10 der 
cent. of actual money for final settle- 
ment, our 90 per cent. being carried on 
with checks and other credit paper, I then 
thought that the small base on which is 
built all of this enormous system of 
credit should be as solid as a rock. Even 
now, should I be compelled to get déwn 
to good hard work, I should want every 
dollar I earned to be an honest dollar, 
that could be depended upom to always 
buy an equivalent for my labor. 

But since being reduced in circum- 
stances, and willing to avoid work if pos- 
sible, and finding it difficult after paying 
my semi-annual interest, to provide the 
necessary provender for my family, I see 
that I was mistaken in wanting a solid 
money. We must have the silver stand- 
ard at the old ratio. As pay day ap- 
proaches we become more and more con- 
vinced of this, and will devote our entire 
efforts ard energies to that end. Yours 
truly, J. M. WILKINSON. 


The Orange Crop and Market. 

(San Bernardino Times-Index:) Advices 
from New York show that oranges have 
been arriving in large and frequent ship- 
ments from Jamaica, Havana and various 
Mediterranean ports, and wholesale prices 
are moderate. Receipts of Florida oranges 
are ended. Most of those forwarded since 
the icy storm of the closing days of De- 
cember which destroyed 1,500,000 boxes of 
ungathered fruit and many young bear- 
ing trees, came to hand in such frosted 
condition that they could not be mar- 
keted, except at a great loss, and many 
were sold for less than the cost of trans- 
portation, leaving nothing for the grower 
or shipper. Choice Mediterranean oranges 
in boxes containing from 200 to 300 each, 
are selling at wholesale for from $2.50 to 

2.75 a box. Sound, unpacked Jamaicas 
are from $5.50 to $6 a barrel. Sicilian 
lemons are coming forward very freely, 
but the market is firm for the best fruit, 
which is selling for from $2 to $2.25 a 
box containing 300 lemons. A large per- 
centage of the lemons recently received 
consists of small and inferior fruit, which 
wholesalers are glad to dispose of for 
from $1.30 to $1.50 a box. 

The destruction of the Valencia orange 
crop will not affect the New York market 
perceptibly. Before the orange crop of 
Florida and California became so great, 
the annual imports of Valencia oranges 
ranged fro 150,000 to 200,000 cases, each 
containing from 420 to 740 oranges. Or- 
anges are coming in freely from other 
Mediterranean ports, the February re- 
ceipts at all American ports being esti- 
mated at 170,000 boxes. Sorrentos will 
come in during March, April and May. 
The importation will be unusually heavy 
this season, perhaps it will be @uble what 
it was last season, when the equivalent of 
about 700,000 boxes came in from Medi- 
terranean ports, Jamaica, Havana, etc.: 
but it can hardly equal that of 1886-7, 
when nearly 2,000,000 boxes were imported. 
California, with her present crop of about 
2.000,000 boxes, will compete sharply with 
the imported fruit. When the Florida 
crop is abundant, oranges from the Pacific 
slope seldom get further East than Chi- 
cago, there being a difference in freight 
of 37% cents a box in favor of Florida. 
California can easily spare for the East- 
ern market from 500,000 to 600,000 boxes. 
The total imports of oranges from all for- 
eign sources of supply into all American 
ports were 1,798,000 boxes in the season 
of 1886-7; 682,000 boxes in 1891-2; 1,003,000 
in 1892-3, and 700,000 boxes in 1893-4. Up 
to February 1 of this year the imports 
were 70,000 boxes, and 150,000 boxes are 
now on steamships now on their way 
across the Atlantic.

CALIFORNIA LAND SURVEYS. 


ARGUMENT FOR THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 


In the several articles that have been 
published upon the Torrens land-transfer 
system, and its application to California 
lands, the following points have been 
developed: | 

First—Frauds were committed by the 
United States officials in patenting lands 
for which there was no basis of title from 
the Mexican government. : 

Second—The interests of heirs and 
other third parties which were expressly 
excepted from the operation of the patents 
have for the most part not been adjudi- 
cated. 

Third—Surveys were extended to in- 
elude lands that were outside of those 
confirmed by the commission and the 
courts. The aggregate of these improp- 
erly-included lands in Southern Califor- 
nia is estimated to be not less than $50,000 
acres. This is land the claimants them- 
selves never asked for. Their wrongful 
inclusion: in the survey was the act of 
the surveyor. 

Fourth— The decrees of the commission 
and the courts vested whatever title the 
United States had in and to certain spaci- 
fled tracts of land, defined by certain 
boundaries, but in making the survey for 
the patent, other and different lands 
were frequently surveyed. ° 

Fifth—Different sets of monuments 
have been placed upon the ground pur- 
porting to mark the same station or cor- 


ner, 

Sixth—Conveyances have been and are 
continually being made in which lands 
are described by monuments and statioas 
of government surveys, some of which 
have never been in existence, and some 
of which have been moved by private 
parties from their original positions to 
different and distant places. One of the 
effects of this shifting of monuments was 
to cause error in the work of surveyors 
in subdividing government lands adjoin- 
ing rancho lines. The surveyor making 
the subdivision surveys found the monu- 
ments in different positions from those 
reported in the survey of the rancho lines, 
but did not stop to ascertain how they 
came to be so. He reported them as he 
found them, and his report was approved. 
By this means new lines, as they now 
appear upon the township plats, were es- 
tablished, and these new lines become 
the official boundaries of the ranchos and 
take the place of those defined in the 
patent. As the subdivision surveyor was 
not permitted to go outside of the town- 
ship, he was instructed to survey, the 
effect of his work was to inject one or 
more new lines into the patert description 
of the ranchos, and thus to create errors 
in them which are greater than those 
that in the laws and instructions govern- 
ing patent surveys are termed permis- 
sable errors of misclosure,” and errors 
greater than these would invalidate the 
patent survey. As the. subdivisions ad- 
joining the ranchos as defined by these 
new lines have been patented, it follows 
that there are conflicts between these 
and the rancho patents. To searchers of 
titles hereabouts, these conflicts seem 
never to have been known. 

Seventh—Under the statutes it requires 
five years’ consecutive payment of taxes 
to give title by possession. But in many 
cases taxes are being paid in whole or im 
part, on lands other than those in pos- 
session, thus defeating the acquisition of 
title by possession. 

From the foregoing facts it is apparent 
that certain things will be involved in 
the local application of the Torrens 
system: 

The bill that is before the Legislature 
requires that the application for bringing 
land within the law shall be accom- 
panied by an abstract of title, also by 
a plat or plan of survey of the land made 
by the County Surveyor. It is plain that 
the abstract. should show everything of 
record affecting the title to the land of 
which the applicant is actually in pos- 
session. The t of survey will have to 
be that of an actual survey, and show the 
different holdings as they are actually 
located upon the ground. A copy of sur- 
veys that have been made will not answer, 
because these have been made by differ- 
ent surveyors, and there are many con- 
flicts between them. There were 556 pa- 
tents for private grants issued in Cali- 
fornia, and there are over 9000 recorded 
plats and plans of surveys in Los Angeles 
county. The survey that will be implied 
in the practical application of the Tor- 
rens system will be one that will locate 
these grants and these plats upon the 
ground—that will fit the descriptions in 
patents a deeds to the actual surface 
of t und. This will require a new 
survey and a new map of the entire 
country, and in the process of making 
these the interests of the United Staes 
will be so involved and affected as to re- 
quire its co-operation as the only means 
of avoiding conflicts and antagonism. 

The bill that is before the Legislature 
comprises ninety-nine sections, and makes 
a pamphlet of twenty-one pages. It makes 
the bringing of land under the law op- 
tional with the owner. It is perhaps doubt- 
ful if a compulsory law could be enforced. 
It is also doubtful, in view of the trouble 
and expense that will be involved, whether 
very many land owners will abandon the 
old plan and adopt the new. 

. 5 of the act provides the method 
for bringing land under the law, which is 
by filing with the County Clerk a veri- 
fied petition to the Superior Court by the 
owner of any estate or interest in the 
land. There appears to be a conflict be- 
tween this and sec.7 which provides that 
no lesser estate shall be registered until 
8 the fee simple estate has been regis- 
te 


It is required that the petition shall set 
forth: First, the name, occupation and 
residence of the applicant, and whether he 
is acting for himself or for another; sec- 
ond, if the applicant is not a corporation, 
whether married or single; if married, the 
hame and residence of the husband or 
wife; third, if the land is occupied, the. 
name, and interest of each oc- 
cupant; fourth, the name and address of 
each holder of an easement, Hen or in- 
cumbrance, the nature, amount and place 
of record of the same; fifth, the name and 
address of any person claiming any in- 
terest or estate in the land, and the nature 
of the estate or interest claimed; sixth, 
the names addresses of owners of 
adjoiming lands; seventh, the sex, age and

must join in the application. A plat or 
survey of the land made by the County 
Surveyor, and an abstract of title verified 
by the searcher or the certificate and 
seal of a corporation. * 

The court may examine the abstract 
of title or refer the same to an attorney 
of not less than three years’ practice at 
the bar of the same court. If from its 
own examination, or the report of the 
referee, the court is satisfied the title is 
substantially as alleged in the application, 
the court shall set the same for a hear- 
ing, of wHich notice shall be given by 
summons to all parties interested. If at 
the hearing there are no objections to 
the application, or if objections that cre 
made are not sustained, and no defects 
are found in the title of the applicant, a 
decree will be entered that the applicant 
is the owner of the land, as set forth 
in bis petition. This decree shall contain 
a description and diagram of the land, 
and set forth any liens or incumbrances 
that may be found to exist. A certified 
copy of the decree shall be filed in the 
office of the County Recorder, whom the 
law makes registrar of titles, and the reg- 
istrar shall thereupon complete the work 
of bringing the land under the act by is- 
suing a certificate to the owner named in 
the decree. 

After land has been registered, the 
certificate will be conclusive as against 
all causes of action except fraud of the 
party or of the person through whom 
he claims. Actions on the ground of fraud 
must be brought within five years from 
the first registration. The title of a 
registered owner who has taken bona 


fide for a valuable consideration, or of 


any person bona fide claiming through or 
under him, cannot be attacked on the 
ground of fraud.

conclude or sign a treaty of peace. 

They had been led to believe that their 
commission. was plenary. The Japanese 
government was under like impression. 
The impression was the more justified be- 
cause a previous agent who had been sent 
from Shanghai to Yokohama was dismissed 
summarily from the court when it was 
found that he had no powers. Japan has 
repeatedly informed the Chinese govern- 
ment that no negotiations for peace would 
be entered upon.except with commission- 
ers having authority to make peace.

After re- 
peated failures to induce the Chinese to 
keep faith, a fleet was marshaled before 
the Taku forts; and, passing their silenced 
guns, the ships adyanced up the river to 
Tien-Tsin. Then China was willing to 
negotiate. Two commissioners were sent 
from the court to treat for peace. Every 


The fleet left 
the river and diplomacy proceeded to pre- 
pare for exchange of ratifications. Mean- 
while delay of months had been secured 
and during that time the Taku forts were 
reconstructed. As soon as the ships bear- 
ing the peace envoy approached them they 
poured forth a deadly fire, so that the 
envoy and his escort had to withdraw 
hastily to save themselves from destruc- 
tion. 

The next year France and England com- 
bined to make China realize that pledges 
solemnly given must be fulfilled. The 
allies played a clever trick on the Chinese 
commander. Instead of wasting their time 
on the forts, they landed a large force and 
attacked the fortifications from the rear. 
The Chinese commander, to save his own 
head. sent an official report to the Em- 
peror saying that. although the barbarians 
were somewhat formidable on ships, they 
were powerless on land; therefore he had 
decoyed them to destroy them.

Mr. Collier, attorney 
for the defendant, claimed that the con- 
tract with the exchange could not be en- 
forced against the defendant, because it 
could not be enforced against the plain- 
tiff, the fruit exchange. There must be 
a mutual contract and mutual remedy. 
That did not exist in the contract sued 
upon. The contract, he claimed, was 
nothing more than a contract of agency 
which could be revoked at the will of the 
principal. The contract itself stated that 
the exchange was appoin as sole agent 
of the defendant to sell his oranges. he 
exchange must, according to the statutes 
of California, he a proprietory interest 
in the oranges aside from the commission, 
to prevent the defendant from revoking 
the appointment of the exchange as 
agent. The law did not contemplate that 
any one should employ an agent against 
his will. The oranges had not passed to 
a third party under the contract, hence 
it could be revoked, and the most that 
could be maintained against the defend- 


ant was a suit for damages to the amount 


of the 5 cents per box, and the pro- 
portionate amount of the expense of 
handling the crop as stipuleted in the 
contract. 

Attorney B. B. Stanton, for the ex- 
change, claimed that the arrangement 
between the grower and the exchange is 
in the nature of a trust, rather than an 
agency. The action was not to enforce 
a contract to sell oranges, but of con- 
veyance of the fruit to the exchange. The 
defendant had conveyed his oranges to 
plaintiff in trust; plaintiff now controls 
the oranges and asked defendant be 
enjoined from delivering them to another 
party. Defendant has really transferred 
to the exchange an interest in his real 
estate. The brokerage is not a commis- 
sion, but a part of the expense of mar- 
keting. Under the contract the exchange 
absolutely controls the fruit and sells it 
in its own name. and not in the name 
of the grower as a commission agent 
would.

A peculiar suicide was witnessed yes- 
terday morning at Wilmington, .an un- 
known man accomplishing his death by 
a himself in front of a moving 
train.
